thing of the past, It might be possible

In the United States could be kept im-
munized all of the time, but such au
measure would be impractical, if oot

| impossible.

Hog cholern is of varyving preva-
letice, hoth ns to the thme of the yvear
and ns to periods of several years, In
the fall—Oetober and November—
there 1§ more of this disense than In
the other months. The number of
per thousund affected by It
changes greatly from year to year,
also. There have heen years, such as
1887, 807 and 1913, when cholera
raged thronghout the corn belt, caus-
Ing great losses to farmers. In the
years Intervening hetween these high
points the lsses were relatively low.

Since 1913 hog cholera has been but
slizhtly prevalent compured with
the worst years, but there i3 no assur-
unce that other waves of the
digease will not oceur as they did be-
